BRITISH EMBASSY 
DAMAGED 


JAPANESE AIR RAID 
ON CHUNGKING 


From REUTER s CORRESPONDENT. 


CHUNGKING, Monday. 

The British Embassy was badly 
damaged and the French Consulate 
demolished when twenty-seven Japanese 
aircraft bombed the district where the 
British Embassy is situated. 

Seven bombs, thrée of which did not 
explode, landed in the Embassy com- 
peund near the building which houses 
the office of the Press Attaché, and 
where Sir Arthur and Lady Blackburn 
are staying. 

One bomb landed immediately behind 
the office of the British Ambassador, 
Sir Archibald Kerr, but did not 
explode. Another bomb demolished the 
wall of the Embassy. 

There were no casualties among the 
British Embassy staff, though the 
occupants of a dugout received a severe 
shaking. 

The heaviest casualties were sus- 
tsined by junkmen along the Yangtse- 
Chialing Hiver fronts, where seventy 
bodies were found. Many bombs fell 
in the central business section of the 
city. Two bombs yesterday damaged 
the American Methodist Mission.

The rich 
man starts, of course, with the advantage 
of an ample wardrobe, but if the war lasts 
long enough, or if clothes rationing is 
continued when the war ends—as it well 
may be—that advantage will disappear in 
course of time. The Order is not entirely 
socialistic, The rationing is on a garment 
basis instead of a money value basis, so 
that the richer members of the population 
are free to buy better clothes than the 
poorer members. The miner who spends 
fifty shillings upon his suit of clothes will 
surrender exactly the same number of 
coupons as the mine-owner who spends 
twenty guineas. All are not to be 
reduced to a common sartorial level, but 
wastage upon unnecessary clothing is to 
be eliminated.

Chancellor of the Exchequer. Apart from 
the Treasury, such departments as the 
Board of Trade and the Ministry of War 
Communications, which now includes the 
Ministry of Shipping, are concerned ; and, 
if there is any danger of the reserve stocks 
in bond being seriously reduced, special 
efforts will be made to arrange for imports 
on a larger scale. The present consump- 
tion of tobacco is placed at more than 
per cent. above the pre-war level, and 
with the stocks now in bond it is estimated 
that imports of ten million pounds of leaf 
a month will enable all requirements to be 
met for three years; but it is possible that 
imports on a larger scale may be arranged 
so that there will be no inroeds on the 
reserve stocks in bond. 


Town-planning . 


Legislation to establish a new body to 
formulate a national plan to deal with 
town and country planning in Britain, 
following the unprecedented situation 
created by the existence of hombed areas, 
is urged by the National Federation of 
Property Owners, who have approached 
Lord Reith on the subject. It is main- 
tained that the procedure laid down by 
the Town and Countrv Planning Act of 
1932 is so dilatory and cumbersome that 
its effectiveness has in a number of cases 
led to plans for land ripe for development 
being held up over a number of vears, to 
the detriment of all concerned. The pro- 
posal would mean the repeal of existing 
laws of town-planning, ribbon develop- 
ment and compensation. and the setting 
up of a new ‘ody with wide powers to 
adopt uniform procedure. 


Less Petrol Used 


There have been far fewer motor cars on 
the roads this Whitsun than was the case 
at Easter, and in many cases the vehicles 
normally in use have remained in garages 
over the holiday. This is due to the 
simple measures taken by the authorities 
to restrict road traffic. There is no doubt 


that at Faster many cars were using 
petrol obtained with supplementary 
coupons, which were issued for business 


purposes, but this has not been possible 
at Whitsun, as it has been necessarv for 
all cars to carry petrol coupons showing 
what supplementary spirit has been 
issued and the purpose for which it was 
supplied. This step has been effective in 
achieving the result aimed at, since it 
has prevented petrol issued for business 
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purposes being used for pleasure trips. A 
system of inspection of petrol coupons has 
been in operation, and in cases where cars 
have been used for purposes other than 
that for which supplementary petro! has 
been authorised, the supplementary 
coupons will be withdrawn. 


More Beet 


Moat of the land which is being brought 
under cultivation for the first time this 
year is being use! for wheat. but there ia 
a tendency Íor farmers to plant part oí 
their land with other crops, and sugar 
beet is being grown this vear in places 
where it has not been tried before. Most 
of the sugar beet produced in Britain has 
come from well-defined areas, but this 
year experimental crops are being grow? 
in other places, and, if necessary, new 
sugar beet factories may be started 
order to save transport to the factory. 


Women Police 


In some parts of England the authorities 
are not in favour of the employment of 
women police; but in London, where they 
have been established for twenty 
the officials at Scotland Yard are satisfied 
as to the service they have rendered, and 
the number is to be increased. A hig} 
standard of education is 
and all candidates are on probation for 
two years, during which much of the tin 
is devoted to instructional courses.

Evening Classes 


The experiment of the London Conntr 
Council of holding evening classes in the 
summer instead of bringing them to an 
end in March has been remarkab!r success- 
ful; for, in spite of the smaller population 
in many districts owing to evacuation, the 
classes are being well attended. At one 
school in an area which has suffered homb 
damage nearly fifty subjects are leing 
taught, and the most popular subjects are 
those not connected with the war.

purposes. The evening schools are to 
remain open throughont the summer, but 
it remains to be decided whether the 
norma! winter sessions will he held, when 
the black-ont mav interfere with the 
attendances to such an extent as to reduce

Certainly, any of the people to whom I 
spoke on the subject seemed to think that 
twenty-five minutes allowed ample time 
for all that is necessary, even to having 
tea at some stage of the afternoon, between 
the winners passing the post in one race 
and the “oí” in the next. There was 
undoubtedly a “time lag ” in the ring, 
with people virtually kicking their heels. 

The Park racecourse was a very pleasant 
place on Saturday. The presence of a 
band and the charming lay-out of the 
place lent something of a garden party 
atmosphere. On a wet day, however, that 
extra five minutes is going to seem like 
fifteen—unless, as was suggested recently, 
a dance hall is added to the amenities. 


The Battles of Jutland 


Twenty-five years ago last Saturday the 
great battle that men call Jutland raged 
in the wastes of the North Sea. Around 
Jutland more than any other battle in 
world’s history has raged controversy. 
Why didn't Jellicoe turn left instead of 
right, and vice-vérsa? If Beatty had 
waited for his battleships, would he have 
lost the Indefatigable and Queen Mary? 
Both sides incurred heavy losses in the 
engagement that lasted until the next day. 
Britain lost three battle-cruisers in much 
the same way as the Hood went the other 
day. She lost two of her cruisers and 
eight of her destroyers. A total of thirteen 
ships, with a grand tonnage of 90,000 tons. 
6,000 British tars fell that day, and 800 
were wounded. 

The German losses amounted to eleven 
ships. One battleship, one battle-cruiser, 
five destroyers, and four cruisers. 2,000 
German seamen made the gaupreme 
sacrifice for their Fatherland. were 
wounded. 

Both sides regularly celebrate the 
victory. British lab the German Fleet 
raced for home under cover of night. The 
German High Command claims that the 
British Fleet drew off to avoid further 
punishment at their hands. The world 
accredits the final victory to the Allies, 
as, so they say, a vanquished enemy does 
not flaunt his colours on every sea while 
the victor is seemingly reluctant to come 
out from his base and join battle.

DEMANDS 


VIEWS AT LIMERICK 
CONFERENCE 


From Over CoRRESPONDENT. 
LIMERICK, 
Mr. J. Duffy, 


Monday. 


General Secretary, 
Irish Labour Party, speaking at a con- 
ference here to-day, said that there 
were three major problems confronting 
the country—unemployment, food pro- 
duction, and fuel distribution. Unless 
these were solved all the wealth spent 
on defence would be so much waste. 
The application” of the Emergency 
Powers Order to wages was unfair, 
unwise and un-Christian. They should 
plan now for next winter and for post- 
war conditions, but no plan, unless it 
was designed to get rid of ‘unemploy- 
ment aor poverty, could succeed. To 
get rid of unemployment the country 
must abandon the criminal policy 
followed by the present and previous 
Governments of tying our currency on 
the basis of fixed parity with that of 
Britain. 
The Chairman, Mr. M. J. Keyes, 
T.D., said that the Government ae 
not taken heed of many warnin 
given by Labour regarding the poy 
deteriorating economic position. Y 
the Government were to be got to 
tackle this problem seriously the 
people woul have to become 
vociferous. 

A resolution was passed unanimously 
protesting against the application of 
the Emergency Powers Order to 
wages, and demanding that Limerick 
deputies and senators should vote 
against it, and that Deputies Norton 
and Davin should withdraw from the 
defence conference if the Order was 
not amended. 


MURDER OF EARL

A police inspector, giving evidence, 
said that when he went to investigate 
the crime on the morning of January 
94 he found the front windows of the 
Earl’s car o and a spent bullet 
lying beside acceleration pedal. One 
of the witnesses—a motor mechanic—
